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Helpful Mail 
Bidding Instructions 





idding in this sale can be an interesting, en- 
joyable, and numismatically rewarding ex- 
perience. If you're an old-time bidder with us 
you may find some of the following comments 
will increase your bidding success. If this is your first sale 
then we particularly recommend that you read this commen- 
tary. The paragraphs are numbered for reference in the event 
that you wish to ask further questions about any aspect. Have 
a question? You get personal service at Bowers and Ruddy 
Galleries. Please feel free to write or call and a member of our 
Auction Department staff will gladly answer it. 

1. Read the Terms of Sale in the front of the catalogue. 
Note a 10% buyers' premium will be added to all successful 
bids. 

2. Mail your bid sheet as early as possible. This is par- 
ticularly important if you're a new bidder for it takes us time 
to check your references. Also, this assures that your bid 
sheet will be received before the sale. A bid sheet mailed a 
few days before the sale might not reach us until a week 
later — at which time the coins have all been sold to others! 

3. We've found it best to use a work sheet to compile bids. In 
this way you can check back and forth throughout the 
catalogue, make changes and revisions, and so on. Then 
when you've decided on your final bids enter them on the 
bid sheet. Try your best to keep the bid sheet neat and clearly 
understandable, listing the lots in order. 

4. If you are a new bidder, send along references and a 
25% deposit. 

5. Be prepared to pay in full for all lots for which your bids 
are successful. Don't bid more than you want to pay! Review 
your financial circumstances carefully before bidding. If you 
are awarded lots you are legally bound to pay for them. 

6. Please keep current price levels in mind when bidding. 
While high and low prices sometimes occur, most items sell 
within market ranges. If a popular coin sells for $500 on the 
retail market, chances are not good that a bid of, say, less 
than $400 will win it. On the other hand, chances are ex- 
cellent that a bid in the $500 to $600 range will be a winner. 
There is no harm in bargain hunting, but as your time is 
valuable (and so is ours) it is most productive if you keep cur- 
rent values in mind while bidding! 

7. Auction invoices are due upon receipt unless prior credit 
arrangements have been made with us. 



8. You may pay for your auction lots with Visa, Master 
Charge, or American Express charge cards. 

9. Be sure to sign your bid sheet. 

10. Ink is best for writing bids. Pencil tends to blur. 

11. If bid changes are necessary, do not write over any 
figures. Instead, cross them out completely and re-enter the 
bids. 

12. Put your telephone number on the bid sheet. In this way 
we can call you if there is any question about a bid. 

13. Submit bids in even dollar amounts. Cents and fractional 
dollar amounts will be ignored. 

14. Check your bid sheet carefully. You will be responsible 
for any bids on wrong lots or for the wrong amounts. Please, 
please be careful! 

15. Don't forget to take advantage, if you wish, of the op- 
tional 10% or 20% increase to really help your chances of 
being a successful bidder. 

16. If you wish to limit your total expenditure, please write 

MAXIMUM EXPENDITURE $ and the amount at the 

top of your bid sheet. You can then submit bids for amounts 
up to four times the amount of the maximum expenditure. This 
is a personal service and a Bowers and Ruddy customer 
representative will personally attend to your bid sheet by 
bidding from the auction floor, buying lots for your account 
until your authorized expenditure is reached. Due to the 
bookkeeping involved, this service is offered only to bidders 
with maximum expenditures of $1000 or more. MAXIMUM 
EXPENDITURE and "ONE LOT ONLY" bidding cannot be 
combined. 

17. Up to five lots may be grouped with brackets for a 
"ONE LOT ONLY" purchase, if you wish to purchase only 
one example of a coin of which several examples appear in 
the sale. Such lots should be bracketed with the notation

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Introduction 




Gerald "Gerry" Nelson, the principal of "Old School House Coins" and owner of 
Nelson s Diversified Service in Claremont, California, is a well-known dealer and collec- 
tor of numismatic items and memorabilia in the California area. Gerry's collecting 
career started at the age of 7, when his grandmother showed him a large collection of 
coins and stamps left to him by his great grandfather who participated in the California 
Gold Rush in 1849. Gerry's first interest was in stamp collecting. Over many years he 
amassed a large collection and eventually sold it at auction. His interest then turned to 
collecting silver dollars, which he now brings to auction, along with many other 
fascinating numismatic items. 

Born in Detroit in 1920, Gerry was orphaned and was adopted by relatives. He at- 
tended schools in Michigan and Vermont before joining the Navy. Not only did he "see 
the world," but he also attended schools in Hawaii and Los Angeles, concentrating on 
subjects such as business, law, and personnel management. 

Beginning with odd jobs around the logging communities in Vermont, Gerry's 
business career has been broad and interesting. Early, he developed a talent for creating 
arts and crafts projects. In 1940 he founded Nelson s Arts and Crafts Shop in Essex Junc- 
tion, Vermont. In 1942 he moved to California and worked for Vega Aircraft from 
where he joined the Navy to serve in World War II. Throughout his business career he 
has been a member of the Naval Reserve. He received five honorable discharges, and 
finally retired in January, 1980 after serving in four wars! 

"Old School House Coins" was founded in 1972 as Gerry turned his avocation into a 
full business commitment. This fascinating coin shop and center of numismatic interest 
is located in a unique and historical building in Claremont, California. The building was 
originally constructed in 1911 as Claremont's first high school and was abandoned in 
1960. It was subsequently converted to a center of specialty shops, restaurants, and a 
convention center. Over the years it has expanded to a 400-room hotel and convention 
center. The schoolhouse is registered by the State of California Historical Society and is 
listed in the National Historical Register. It is located at the intersection of Indian Hill 
Boulevard and Foothill Boulevard in Claremont. 

When you enter Gerry's shop you know that he has numismatic interests which are 
both broad and deep. Although he specializes in major U. S. types and Lincoln cents, he 
carries representative examples from all areas including foreign and ancient coins, paper 
money, and supplies. His belief in educating the public about numismatics was 
demonstrated when he set up a display of Bicentennial memorabilia for the Freedom 
Train visit in 1975 and 1976 for the Bicentennial Committee. His dedication to our hob- 
by resulted in his founding the "Claremont Coin and Stamp Club" and his membership 
in the ANA and the CSNA. His involvement in public service organizations has in- 
cluded membership in the Elks Lodge, Veterans of Foreign Wars, American Legion, Las 
Vegas, Nevada Sheriffs' Association, and Las Vegas Chamber of Commerce. 



If you want a real treat in numismatic enthusiasm and knowledge, stop by and see 
Gerry. You'll find him in the principal's office of The Old School House under the 
name of "Old School House Coins." If you are interested in purchasing some very nice 
numismatic material, read further in this catalogue to see part of Gerry's collection and 
other collections from throughout the United States. There is something for everyone 
in this sale! 

The highlights for the sale include some very interesting early and modern material. 
For instance, Dr. George Fuld of our staff is pleased to report that a Gloucester 
"Shilling" token of 1714 is included. This is the second known specimen of this 
fascinating piece. The other piece was offered in the Garrett Collection and sold for 
$36,000. Although this specimen is not in the same condition as that of the Garrett Col- 
lection, its rarity is unquestioned. 

At the other end of the numismatic spectrum is a 1968 "P" Proof set. This modern 
issue Proof set comes without an "S" mint mark on the dime. Only 10 or 20 are known 
and are essentially unobtainable. This is the first sold at public auction. We received 
several inquiries for an outright sale with offers exceeding $7,000 prior to publishing 
this catalogue! 

Other regular issue coins include an 1856 Proof-60 flying eagle cent, an 1866 Choice 
Brilliant Proof-65 nickel and an 1833 MS-65 dime. The dimes continue with a 1921-D 
in MS-65 with full bands and the quarters are led by an 1838 bust type quarter in MS-60 
condition. Early material continues with a set of five overdate 1805 and 1806 half 
dollars and a superb set of seven 1821 half dollars and an 1854-0, MS-65, 50c piece 
with a beautiful strike. Commemoratives include three choice originally toned 1836 
Columbian sets, five Choice originally toned 1935 Hudsons, seven originally toned 
1935 Spanish Trail half dollars and a group of six MS-65 1922 Grant gold dollars. Sav- 
ing some of the most interesting pieces for the last, there are three Indian Peace medals 
including a small oval engraved 1 792 Washington medal which is unique, possibly by 
Joseph Richardson. There is extensive documentation on this piece and as with all 
Bowers and Ruddy material it is guaranteed genuine. Two other peace medals, both 62 
mm. pieces, are presented. One is an Andrew Johnson and the other a Grant medal 
with original loop. This area of numismatics has continued to receive excellent visibility 
since the Washington oval silver peace medal realized $65,000 in the Garrett IV sale last 
April. 

We hope that you enjoy this catalogue and its contents. There is an interesting array 
of numismatic items that have come to you from collections throughout the world. 
These collections are not designed only for the "big spender." There are many cir- 
culated type coins and lower-priced numismatic items that make this a sale in which 
everyone can participate and one which will allow every collector to add something to 
his collection.

Exceedingly Rare Gloucester Token

1 1714 Token or "Gloucester shilling." Brass. 43.4 grains. 

When Bowers & Ruddy offered the only other known specimen of 
the Gloucester shilling as Lot 1318 of the Garrett III Sale in October, 
1980, the present specimen had not yet been discovered. Another 
specimen of the Gloucester shilling, which had been sold by auction in 
1976, was previously from the W. S. Appleton Collection, the 
Massachusetts Historical Society and the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts — and undoubtedly earlier from the collection of George W. 
Cramm, Norwalk, Connecticut. Interestingly enough, at the conclu- 
sion of the Garrett Sale in 1980, the Appleton and Garrett coins were 
compared. When the Appleton piece proved to be a good cast of the 
Garrett coin, the Appleton coins' owner had his money promptly 
refunded. 

When this newly discovered piece came to light in early 1981, after 
examination by the International Numismatic Society Authentication 
Bureau, the Gloucester piece was once more removed from its unique 
status. Even more important, on both specimens, some lettering is 
obscured, but by combining the lettering from both known copies, the 
wording of the complete legend has become available in its proper 
form for the first time. Extensive front page articles on the Gloucester 
shilling appeared in both Coin World and Numismatic News in November, 
1981. 

By combining the lettering from both known specimens of the 
Gloucester pieces, the full description of the coins is as follows. The 
obverse depicts a building at the center with the denomination XII (12 
pence equal to one shilling). The wording around the outside reads 
from the combined coins: GLOVCESTER COVRTHOVSE VIRGINIA. 
The reverse shows a five pointed star with the inscription around: 
RIGHAVLT.DAWSON.ANNO.DOM.1714. Both known specimens 
struck in brass, 24 mm. in diameter. Weights of the two known pieces 
are 61.1 and 43.4 grains. This newly discovered piece brings to light 
two new words. Courthouse and Righault, not previously recognized 
on the Gloucester piece — changing the interpretation used ever since 
Crosby's book of 1875. 

It is important to give some of the background on the discovery of 
this new Gloucester piece. It was discovered around March, 1981 
when a Gloucester resident mentioned to a neighborhood woman that 
he was a coin collector. The woman, who like the collector prefers to 
remain anonymous, told the collector that she had some coins and of- 
fered to sell them. The local collector weighed the coins and paid her as 
though all of the pieces were .900 fine silver. Actually, there was a 
mixture of material, what is often called a 'dresser drawer accumula- 
tion." 

Later that evening, the anonymous collector separated the coins into 
U. S. and world piles on his dining room table. After identifying all of 
the coins but one, including Flying Eagle and Indian Head cents and 
world silver, the collector came upon a piece he believed to be a 



Gloucester token. The more he examined the coin, the more he 
became convinced that his find was a genuine Gloucester token. He 
took the coin to William DeHardit, editor of Glo-Quips, a Gloucester 
area semi-monthly newspaper, who was familiar with the token 
because of a series of articles that appeared in the local paper in 1961. 

DeHardit felt right away that the coin could not be a counterfeit. 
Sometime after the 1961 article, the newspaper issued a number of 
copyrighted replicas of the Gloucester token in an effort to gain a new 
charter for the town of Botetourt, established in 1768. The design of 
the replicas was based on photographs of the Johns Hopkins / Garrett 
specimen, DeHardit said. 

After the discovery of the newly reported Gloucester token, the col- 
lector wrote a letter to Charles Hoskins of INSAB. He examined the 
piece shortly thereafter, and was convinced after an initial examination 
that it was genuine. Since the collector bought the token in good faith, 
not realizing what it was, he and the original owner have entered into a 
profit sharing agreement on the sale of the token. 

It is also important to speculate on the meaning of the new words 
now translatable from the discovery of the new coin. The Crosby in- 
terpretation of Richard Dawson is now obsolete, and DeHardit states 
that a family with the last name of Righault owned land near the 
Gloucester Courthouse, the structure most believe to be depicted on 
the obverse of the token. The land was granted to Christopher 
Righault in 1654 by the Virginia Land Office. Righault obtained a sec- 
ond land grant in 1668, bounded on the northeast by Cranes's Neck. 

DeHardit believes it was Christopher Righault's son whose name ap- 
pears on the token along with Dawson. The name Dawson is 
associated with the Abingdon Church section of Gloucester County. 
Some members of the family still live in Gloucester County today. 

As we stated in the Garrett catalogue, there is no reason that the 
metal of this piece should have been silver. As tobacco was the legal 
currency then in Virginia, the token must have functioned as a kind of 
warehouse receipt or scrip issue. There is no reason to assume, as some 
have done, that it represented a pattern for a silver coin or a substitute 
for silver. 

To keep the story of the Gloucester token up to date, a rumored 
third specimen of the token has been found (but not authenticated) 
with a metal detector in the Gloucester area. Purportedly only 15 per- 
cent of the coin is visible, but it supposedly is dated 1715, not 1714 as 
on the other two known specimens. 

The present coin is difficult to grade. As on the Garrett coin, some 
areas are unreadable, others look like Fine. As we stated in grading it 
"one picture is worth a thousand words," and this is another coin that 
proves the adage. Accompanied by INS Certificate 1261E. A rare op- 
portunity to obtain the second known specimen of a previously 
unique colonial coin.

410 An extraordinary set of five pieces in a custom white plastic holder. 
This set contains the following: (1) 1805/4 O-102, close overdate. 
Choice VF-30, light to medium gray with a faint trace of lustre, slight 
stain in obverse field at left. Nearly a full grade better than the Over- 



ton plate and no high grade ones known to us to have been offered 
recently (although several EF-AU examples of O-lOl have been of- 
fered in the past five years); (2) 1805/4, the extremely rare wide over- 
date, O-103a (R-7). Choice VF-30 with gray and faint blue-gold tones, 
few details of EF sharpness, others weaker as struck. With the in- 
termediate stage of the obverse breaks as pictured in Overton, but a 
much sharper specimen than the Overton plate which grades VG at 
best. The last piece we auctioned was a VF-20 perfect die coin in our 
June, 1980 sale; it brought $1400 in spirited bidding; (3) 1805/4, the 
wide overdate. O-103b (R-7). With the heavy obverse die breaks, the 
triangular piece at lower left much sunken but not yet fallen out of the 
die. Fine-12, toned, probably should be called VF-20 for the coin, as 
the dies are in such wretched condition that this couldn't have ever had 
much sharpness. The Overton plate coin is barely Good, and one of 
the lowest grade coins to be pictured in the entire book! Both this and 
the O-103a are the finest examples we have ever seen, much less 
handled. (4) 1806/9 O-lll with the obverse break entirely across the 
coin, as in 0-112; heavy rim break at TED. This die state is important 
enough to deserve a separate listing as O-llla; we have never heard of 
another example. VF-20 or so, the weak areas being due strictly to die 
failure. (5) 1806/9 0-112, the rarer of the two varieties, twice as rare as 
O-lll and unknown choice. EF-40, surfaces full of lustre and overlaid 
by a light gold tone, but the inevitable weak impression. About a full 
grade better than the Overton plate and unexcelled as far as we know. 
This set is the highlight of the sale from the specialist point of view and 
should sell for the better part of $5000. (Total: 5 pieces) 

Note: These five half dollars are among the most substandard coins ever released 
hy the U. 5. Mint. A combination of sloppy diesinking and a critical shortage of die 
steel, causing dies to be used after they were badly broken and should have been 
retired, is responsible for both the existence and the rarity of these varieties. 

Since no 1804 dated half dollars exist, the 1805/4 is the closest one can come to 
owning a specimen of this date. The reason for two different 1804 half dollar 
obverses being prepared in itself is obscure. It is certain that 1803 half dollars were 
struck far into 1 804; the last delivery for the year was Nov. 8 and it presumably 
consisted of the 1 803 small 3 halves. More silver bullion was deposited at the Mint 
in December 1804, enough to make at least 20,000 halves. But none were struck 
for some strange reason, even though the existence of two 1805/4 overdates proves 
that there were two 1804 obverses lying around waiting to be used. When 1805 
rolled around it was decided to overdate these dies, rather than using them as-is. This 
decision is directly responsible for the fact that no 1 804 half dollars exist. However 
the overdating was done with no attempt to efface the underlying 4. This results in 
the 4 looking about as bold as the 5; so much so that these were sometimes offered in 
auction sales of the 1860-1880 period and catalogued as "the 1804 under 1805 
half dollar"! 

As for the 1800/9 half dollar, this is not an overdate, but a blundered die. The 6 
was first carelessly punched in upside down, then corrected, with very little attempt 
being made to efface the original upside down d. It is blunders like this that are 
believed to have been responsible for the appointment of John Reich the following year 
to assist an obviously overworked Robert Scot. The blundered obverse was first used 
with the reverse die of 0-1 10 (this is variety O-ll 1). However that reverse broke 
up early and had to be replaced with a new reverse (variety O- 1 1 2). Production of 
this variety was cut short by the heavy obverse die break which nearly bisects the 
coin. The O-lll's were previously thought to have been struck before the obverse 
broke, but the specimen of this marriage offered here proves that this was not the case; 
the obverse die was badly broken on the last of the O-lll's and never should have 
been put into the press to make O-ll 2. 

This set is offered intact, as per instructions of the consignor. It would be in- 
teresting to add to the set by including the 180b/5 overdates.

Note: Haseltine discovered this variety in 1881 and listed it in his "Type Table" 
hut it then dropped from sight until one appeared in the 1 940 Gies sale. Don Taxay 
discovered an EF in 19dl, and as late as 19b 3 he thought the variety unique (all 
three of these offerings thought to have been the same coin). After Taxay's January, 
19b 3 article in the "Numismatic Scrapbook," collectors began checking their 1814 
halves and a few more came to light. Overton listed this as R-b in his 1970 hook, 
with most of the pieces bringing the rarity down from R-7 being well-worn pieces 
cherrypicked after 19b 3. The distinctive feature of the variety is the single frayed out 
upper leaf, in place of the normal pair. Haseltine actually referred to this variety as 
the "three leaf reverse, " mistaking the edges and spine of a single leaf as three distinct 
leaves.

It is very scarce in line, and 
nearly as scarce overall as the 1820, which has been getting some attention lately. 
Evidently the mintage of 1,305,797 pieces (some possibly dated 1820) was far 
below expectations, because at least four 1821 obverse dies were left over at the end 
of the year. Three of them were overdated in 1822 (producing the three 1822/1 
overdates, O-lOl, 0-1 02, and 0-1 Ob), and the fourth was not used until 1824. 
This should be compared to only six obverse dies actually used in 1821. In addition, 
at least two of the 1821 reverses are carry-overs from 1820. It is likely that the 
amount of silver bullion flowing into the mint for recoinage was affected by the wars 
and revolutions then sweeping Mexico and South America, the principal sources of 
silver coins. Also vast amounts of bullion continued to he exported to Asia in return 
for imported luxury items, as in former years.

Not as sharp at denticles, a few light con- 
tact marks not disturbing color. Purchased at Stack's March 21, 1958 
sale, Lot 1205. It later appeared in our June, 1980 sale, along with the 
other 1821 half dollars offered here. This particular piece was misat- 
tributed as O-104 by the consignor to our June, 1980 sale, this would 
explain the lack of the O-104 in this otherwise complete die variety 
collection of 1821 halves, and the presence of two O-102's.

First Series — Postage Currency

The fascinating story of the early fractional currency has been told 
many times, but a brief recap may enlighten some of the newer col- 
lectors. When all hard money was hoarded in 1861 and 1862 by the 
populous, not only gold and silver but copper as well, merchants 
were desperate to find a means to make change in order to conduct 
business. The introduction of Civil War Cents in 1861, but only in 
large quantities in 1863, went a long way to help. The new postage 
stamps were started in 1847 as imperforate, without gum, but it 
wasn't till the 1861 series that the startling innovation of perforated 
stamps was initiated by the Post Office. Previously, postmasters used 
a scissors to cut off the stamps needed by a customer. 



Obviously, some merchants tried to use the stamps, with values 
from Ic to 90c, as a change mechanism, but their durability was poor 
at best. In 1861, James Gault invented the encased postage stamp, a 
brass frame with a mica window to see the stamp — these were 
readily accepted, but the problem was simple economics — they cost 
the merchant more than face value to obtain. The earliest solution 
was the introduction of small printed envelopes to hold a fixed 
amount of stamps — a rare pair of these from the Dr. George Hetrich 
Collection are offered in Lots 1520 and 1521. These were an im- 
provement over stamps but were still flimsy. 

This paved the way for the introduction of Postage Currency, 
small notes in 5c, 10c, 25c and 50c values, showing the current stamp 
reproductions in the center, mainly through the aegis of Spinner. The 
very first issues were actually perforated as on the lot described here, 
later they were made into straight edges as on other issues of curren- 
cy, especially the greenbacks. It is the cataloguers frank opinion that 
these first perforated issues are way undervalued by collectors today 
on a comparative basis. ($200-250)

U.S. Postage Stamps, as a circulating medium during the Civil 
War, is one of the most neglected phases of Civil War necessity 
money. In most cases, paper printed envelopes held a fixed amount 
of stamps (obviously the extremely fragile nature of stamps would 
drastically limit their circulation as equivalent small change ). This ex- 
treme emergency measure of using stamps probably started in late 
1861 and continued into 1862. By then, encased postage stamps and 
the Civil War tokens had come into sufficient use to obviate the 
enveloped stamps as a circulating medium. 

The first major discussion of postage stamp envelopes was by 
Henry Russell Drowne, in The American Journal of Numismatics, Vol 52, 
page 63 in 1918, where he lists some 90 separate envelopes. To give 
some perspective of this extensive list, the cataloguer has been col- 
lecting Civil War necessity material for over 30 years, and has never 
been offered a piece for sale, and has only seen six or seven 
total — several in an exhibit by the late H. K. Crofoot, and three il- 
lustrated in Matt Rothert's A Guide Book of United States Fractional Cur- 
rency published in 1963 by Whitman Publishing Co. Interestingly 
enough, neither the Riggin piece in this lot, nor the Upham piece in 
Lot 1521 is listed by Drowne. 

This and the following lot are a unique opportunity for the Civil 
War necessity money collector and philatelist alike, unlikely to be 
repeated for many years. ($250-up)

Five- 
hundred restrikes were produced and were sold at $2 apiece. By 
judicious price rigging, Scott finally got the price up to $15 apiece. 

This specimen is About Uncirculated with some underlying lustre, 
grading reverse only, as obverses were flattened. Far superior to the 
specimen in our Clifford Sale, Lot 2530.

As may be noted from the photograph of this medal, besides the 
date difference, this medal is entirely different in style from the 
Joseph Richardson specimen offered as Lot 1914 of the Garrett IV 
Sale in 1981, which sold for $65,000. Instead of the medal being 
engraved on a flat silver plate, it is engraved on two thin shells, made 
convex, and joined at the edges by a silver rim. This is a strikingly 
unique feature to this medal, and previously unreported. Prucha 
shows on plate 34, this rarer small size 80 x 125 medal, dated 1792, 
but without engraver's initials, on a flat plate. Reverse has 13 stars, as 
does the present specimen. In Prucha's comments he states that the 
loops were at right angles to the medal only on the Richardson 
medals — the present specimen has a right angled loop. 

An obvious question might arise— is this a genuine engraved oval 
Indian peace medal? To state it simply, the medal is offered as 
guaranteed genuine without reservations, and the following facts and 
affidavits back this up. 

1. As all other known specimens of these medals are engraved on 
flat plate oval silver discs, why would a counterfeiter go to the great 
extra expense and trouble to prepare two convex hollow discs to 
fabricate the medal? This is illogical. 

2. If another medal was copied, why the obvious differences. The 
obverse legend in three lines appears only to our knowledge on the 
large 1792 medal (not by Richardson). Why use the small medal for- 
mat, as most medals known are the large size (127 x 171 or 105 x 149 
mm.). Reverse has 13 stars consistent with other 1792 issues. Obverse 
Indian has five ostrich feathers, not four as on other small issues. 

3. Compare the workmanship on this medal to that on other 
known issues. In many ways, it outwardly resembles Richardson's as 
shown on Plate 31 of Prucha. The design on the tree bark, different 
almost from medal to medal, most closely resembles that of Richard- 



son on PI. 31 and the Garrett specimen. Other features such as 
shading on the animals, and eagle talons closely resemble this 1 793 
Richardson piece. 

4. Since this medal predates any other Richardson piece, might this 
not have been a precursor medal where Richardson tried out the shell 
style medal, and discarded it in favor of the plate method? 

5. The hollow shell plate method of manufacture was adopted by 
the U. S. Mint, in 1801 in order to allow them to produce the Jeffer- 
son medals. Although not engraved, they were die struck, as equip- 
ment available at that time was not capable of striking large medals. 

When this medal was submitted to several experts in Indian ar- 
tifacts and early silver, the resulting two letters were submitted, 
which are partially quoted from pertinent areas herewith. The 
original letters of authentication will be submitted to the buyer of 
the lot. 

Exerpts from a letter of Donald L. Nathanson, operating as Objects 
of Value, Wynnewood, Pa. dated January 4, 1982: 

We are a firm of dealers in antique silver, specializing in 
American silver of the 18th and early 19th century. At your 
request we have studied the piece described below and wish 
to convey our findings with the full confidence of our ex- 
perience and authority . . . 

Examination of the engraving under high powered magnifica- 
tion shows the individual strokes of the gravers tool to be of 
uniform depth and clearly made by the same hand. All are 
worn evenly — there has never been any restoration or 
alteration. The degree of wear seen in the engraving is consis- 
tent with the date marked thereon, for I doubt this piece has 
been rubbed much in its history. 

Indian peace medals are rare examples of American presenta- 
tion silver, and this one has many unique features. Two 
references are helpful in determining the authenticity of the 
object and suggesting the identity of the craftsman who made 
it. (The following two paragraphs compare Richardson 
medals in McClinton, 1968 and Fales, 1970 where similarities 
and differences are noted).

In his book "The Colonial Silversmith, His Techniques and 
His Products," Henry J. Kauffman, Professor of Industrial Arts 
at Millersville (Pennsylvania) State College, states that the 
silversmith, when confronted v^ith the necessity of making a 
number of similar engraved pieces for an order, would set up 
a sketch of the scene to be engraved, and work from that 
sketch. But as there was no method of transferring the art 
work directly to the silver, as would be done now, each 
would be rendered freehand and would differ slightly. Not 
only was there no requirement that each piece be identical, 
such an idea would have been unthinkable to the colonial 
silversmith. Differences such as those seen in the three peace 
medals described herein are part of the charm of early 
American silver, and a significant piece of evidence in favor 
of the authenticity of the piece under investigation. 

It is our opinion that the Indian Peace Medal described in this 
report, and shown in the two photographs accompanying it, 
is an authentic example of the work of the famous 
Philadelphia silversmith Joseph Richardson, Jr., and most like- 
ly one which has been unknown for many years. I suspect a 
record of its manufacture will be found in the day books of 
the silversmith which may be preserved at the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society, and suggest that some hours of study may 
reveal its exact date of manufacture and perhaps the name of 
the chief for whom it was made. 

Thank you for the opportunity to study this rare and exciting 
piece of American silver. Please do not hesitate to call on us if 
we may be of further service.

The following letter is from Dr. Frederick J. Dockstader, 165 West 
66th St., New York, N. Y 10023: 

At your request, I examined today the oval silver Indian 
Peace Medal in your possession. This is a very unusual exam- 
ple composed of two thin silver sheets joined at the edges, 
and raised slightly in the center; they are strengthened by a 
solid wire soldered around the periphery. A solid silver ring is 
soldered at the top, for a suspension cord. The following 
paragraph gives the physical description of the medal: 

The surface patina is normal for a piece of this age; I do not 
believe that the medal has ever been buried; there is some 
slight scratching, suggestive of later tests for silver content. I 
would judge that this has been kept as an heirloom, perhaps 
in a cloth or (more likely) a buckskin bag — such "medal 
pouches" are common in Indian collections. The signs of wear 
are all what one would anticipate; that the loop shows little 
signs of wear does not trouble me. These were not regularly 



worn, but were kept separately and exhibited only on very 
important occasions. The condition is very good there is some 
denting of the surface, but I saw no indication of repair or 
restoration. 

The most striking feature of this medal is the hollow form. 
Most of the 1792-3 silver presentation medals were made of a 
single flat sheet, with a wire soldered around the rim; some 
have loops added, others have holes bored for suspension 
cords. This is the only example I have seen in the double-sheet 
hollow form. This exception, however unusual, should not 
necessarily be held against the medal. The use of hollow pen- 
dants was common in early work, serving to give the impres- 
sion of a larger piece, while conserving silver and weight. 

The later series of Thomas Jefferson Medals, issued by the 
U.S. Government, is a case in point: one set of these was 
issued in the hollow-silver form. Furthermore, the contracts 
for the manufacture of peace medals were let out to several 
individuals, of whom Joseph Richardson, Jr. was only the ma- 
jor producer, but by no means the sole person responsible. 
There was a tremendous demand for peace medals, which 
came to mean a great deal to important chiefs, and they were 
distributed widely. While a check of the existing silversmith's 
records might be helpful, unfortunately not all smiths (nor 
even the Government) kept perfect records. Although we 
know that thousands were given out over the years, 
knowledge as to whom they went, their materials, who made 
them, and even the quantity manufactured, is very hazy at 
this late date. 

I have examined perhaps a dozen other George Washington 
Peace Medals of this particular type, in various museum and 
private collections. Comparison with this example leads me to 
feel that it is a genuine 1792 product. I find nothing about the 
technique of manufacture, material, design form, or general 
appearance to cause me to doubt its age. Allowing for the 
unusual feature as an individual creation, I would accept it as 
an example made by a contract silversmith for the Govern- 
ment, intended for distribution at a subsequent Indian Peace 
Council.

Anthony C. Paquet, who produced the previous medal, was eager 
to do the Grant medal and petitioned Nathaniel G. Taylor, the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, seeking the commission. His proposal 
was not acted upon, so he subsequently wrote several times again on 
the same subject. Finally, he gained the contract he had been seeking. 
Design changes and other problems caused further delays, with the 
result that the medals were not ready until 1871, two years after his 
first proposal. 



The obverse depicts Grant facing right, with a peace pipe and olive 
branch below and inscription surrounding. The border is composed 
of olive leaves with shields at the quadrants. The reverse features a 
globe, a Bible above, and agricultural instruments below. Inscriptions 
surround the design. 

Records show that 300 pieces were produced in silver and some 
were sold to the "public."
